31. Petersburg, June 7.—Beyond the 
statem ent that advisability of confid­ 
ing the opening of peace negotiations 
to President Roosevelt in the event 
that Emperor Nicholas shall have de­ 
cided that tile time lias arrived to in­ 
dicate lo Japan Russia’s desire to end 
the struggle, was presented in a favor­ 
able light, no definite announcement 
can be made at this hour regarding 
the result of Foreign Minister Igims- 
dorff’s audience with the emperor on 
the subject of Count 
Cassini’s dis­ 
patch communicating the president’s 
practical tender of good offices. It. can, 
however, be stated 
in addition that 
Grand Duke Alexander Mi< haelovitch, 
the emperor's brother-in-law, who un­ 
doubtedly exercises a greater personal 
influence with his majesty than any 
other member of the imperial family, 
and who, until the disaster to the Rus­ 
sian fleet was the most uncompromis­ 
ing advocate of war to the last ditch, 
has joined Grand Duke Vladimir, uncle 
of the emperor, in counselling the con­ 
clusion of peace. 
Grand Duke Vladimir at a recent 
family council, while urging the fu­ 
tility of continuing the struggle, stout­ 
ly maintained that the 
loss of ^Man­ 
churia and even of a portion of East­ 
ern Siberia would not mean the ruin 
of 
Russia’s prestige, 
but that 
she 
could continue to 
grow in influence 
and power, just as Great Britain atter 
the loss of her American colonies. 
Another important convert made by 
the advocates 
of peace is 
Admiral 
Alexieff. 
W ith Grand Duke Alexan­ 
der Michaeloviteh, Grand Duke Vladi­ 
mir and Admiral Alexieff on the side 
of peace the backbone 
of what has 
been denominated the war party seems 
to have been broken. 
Nevertheless, 
the final word rests with the emperor 
himself.

Roosevelt 
Fears Publicity 
Might Offend Russia. 
Washington, June 7.—Pending the 
decision of the czar regarding war or 
peace in the far East, the president 
and the European ambassadors with 
whom he 
is daily 
conf* rring, have 
agreed that silence regarding their ac­ 
tivities is necessary and word to this 
effect has been passed along lest Rus­ 
sia tuke offense and go contrary to 
what the neutral powers believe to be 
for her own advantage. 
Count Cassini, the Russian am bas­ 
sador, remains without advices from 
St. Petersburg that throw any light 
on the probable policy 
of the czar. 
The ambassador has not yet received 
an acknowledgment of his long cable­ 
gram of la^t week regarding his con­ 
ference with the president. 
The ca 
blegram was sent not for the purpose 
of transm itting any 
m essage to the 
czar, but acting on his own initiative 
the ambassador made a faithful report 
of what was described at the time as 
an “informal and 
general conversa­ 
tion.” 
No formal tender of mediation 
was made nor was any reported. 
The 
ambassador, however, felt 
that his 
government should be informed of the 
views expressed by the president to 
him in favor of peace and therefore 
incorporated them in his cablegram. 
It is expected that later on tilt* Rus­ 
sian embassy here will be informed 
w hether the result of the battle in the 
Sea of Japan 
has affected 
the de­ 
term ination of the St. Petersburg gov­ 
ernm ent to continue the war. 
Any in­ 
formation 
on this 
subject will 
be 
promptly placed before the president. 
Peace talk 
was temporarily

planted iii diplomatic circles during 
the day by comment upon the resigna­ 
tion of M. Deb asse and the develop­ 
m ents in the Mpracean situation.
